Like the horse that is always 
in the running but never in the 
money, James Stephenson, the 
English actor, spent his first 
three years in Hollywood with- 
out making any very great ef- 
fort to win, place or show. 


Always competent, always 
handsome, always faultless in 
dress and deportment, he was 
sometimes a pace setter but 
never “the winnah!” Audiences 
learned to expect perfect per- 
formances from Stephenson. 
They liked his clean-cut English 
look, his slightly clipped accent, 
bis steady eyes and the calm way 
in which he approached either 
screen murder or screen mar- 
riage as demanded by a role.

He started, when he was 
no longer a brash youth, in ama- 
teur theatricals, went from those 
to the professional stage and so, 
by easy steps to pictures, first in 
England and then in America.

gentleman-sportsman.

A truly fine motion picture is 
the current tenant at the Strand 
Theatre, and judging from the 
reception which it was accorded 
by last night’s audience it is 
first-rate entertainment.

At the santorium, the middle- 
aged secretary to the head doctor 


has fastened her repressed af- 
fections on the psychiatrist and 
she is furiously jealous of the 
growing rapport between him 
and his pretty assistant. When 
she learns that they are to be 
martied, she is furious and de- 
termined to avenge herself. She 
finds her opportunity when the 
doctor performs an illegal post- 
mortem on one of his patients 
in an endeavor to establish 
clinching evidence for his new 
method of brain treatment. She 
threatens to expose him pub- 
licly unless he breaks his en- 
gagement. When he ignores her 
threat and tells her that she 
is herself a mental case, she 
wreaks her vengeance by setting 
fire to his lab, where all his 
precious records are kept. 

Stephenson, in the role of the 
psychiatrist, gives a sterling and 
intelligent performance _ that 
more than justifies his recent 
promotion to stardom. He proves 
himself more than capable in 
carrying the chief role of the 
drama, and his brilliantly subtle 
interpretation of the character 
marks him as one of the screen’s 
truly accomplished actors. Miss 
Fitzgerald, as his assistant, ful- 
fills all the promise she gave 
in her earlier performances.
